Some of those 
nearest the platform had their places since 
daylight. 

Shortly after 10 a. m. the commissioners, 
Chairman W. A. Richards of Wyoming, D. 
P. Dyer of St. Louis and Frank Dale of 
Guthrie, stepped upon the platform and 
were greeted by vociferous cheers. The 
two oblong boxes in which the blank en- 
velopes containing the 165,000 names were 
mixed were on their pivots in full view of 
the crowd.

All the cosmopolitanism 
possible to America has marked these two 
camps, and something of the old boom days 
in western mining sprang up, with its reat.

CHANGE ANNOUNCED MONDAY 


How the Consolidation of the St. Louis 
Offices Will Affect- Personnel 
Not Known. 


The St. Louis agencies of the Southern 
Pacific and the Union Pactfic railroads will 
be combined on September: 1. 

The present office of the Southern Pa- 
cific, in the Bank of Commerce building, 
will be closed. The office of the Union Pa- 
cific, in the Century building, will remain 
open and the agencies of the two roads will 


be combined there. 

Official announcement of this fact was 
made at the Southern Pacific office Mon- 
day morning. 

‘Phe first official news of the change was 
received there Sunday morning from the 
general offices of the road. 

Changes similar to the one made here will 
be made in every city where the two roads 
have general agencies. One office will be 
maintained instead of two. 

Rumors that such changes were to be 
made have been rife among railroad men 
ever since the Harriman syndicate, which 
eontrols the Union Pacific, secured a ma- 
jority interest in the Southern Pacific. That

was several months ago. 

Whether the Southern Pacific or the 
Pacific offices shall remain open 
when the combinations are effected in the 
various cities will depend upon the business 
of the two roads. In St. Louis the Union 
Pacifie office will be kept oP on. The same 
will hold true in most of the cities of the 
central west. This is because the Union 
Pacific has more lines in the central west 
than has the Southern Pacific, and there- 
fore is more familiar with the business. 

In the far west and in the south, the 
Southern Pacific offices will take charge 
because they have more lines in those re- 
gions than the Union Pacific. 

Just how the change will affect the per- 
sonnel of the offices in St. Louis is not 
yet known.

THEIR RULES TO BE FRAMED 


THEY INCLUDE MONDAY AFTER 
NOON AT BARGAIN COUNTER. 


The Movement Is Both Commended 
and Condemned by Different 
Leading Women and 
Housekeepers. 
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BRIGHT OUTLOOK FOR 
HOUSEMAIDS’ UNION. 


We have a healthy infant in the House- 
maids’ union, for it is 300 strong, and will 
have a membership of 1000 before the sum- 
mer is over. Women are never as aggres- 
sive as the men and need some one to hurry 
them along. This has been especially true 
of the servants. 

We want more hours of leisure for the 
girls. We do not care if they have to work 
perhaps twelve hours a day, provided ‘thet 
three or four hours are allowed for leisure. 
Some of the mistresses seem to fee] that a 
servant deserves no leisure. 

Then, again, the girl should be al- 
lowed to work less on Monday than on other 
days—and attend the bargain sales. She 
should be allowed to receive callers without 
the aggravation of knowing that at the end 
of each speaking tube and af each door 
somebody is standing listening to what is 
said. 

The girls will have a clubhouse and one 
that will vie with any of the up-to-date 


can 
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and have a home of their own. These gir!s 
work fast and dress neatly so as to impress 
their suitors. 

“Flighties—Those who are so easily dis- 
turbed. This class as a rule is fond of 
cooking, but spurns any other task.”’ 

“Now,”’ said the matron, “if you think 
that this conglomeration is going to lve 
in harmony you are mistaken. So many 
temperaments can never exist under one 
roof even if that roof incloses a union la- 
bor hall.

I believe in anything that will uplift the 
domestic service from its present condition 
to the standing of a trade,’ said Mrs 
Charles Henrotin. “At present ail is in 
such a chaotic state that few seem to real- 
ize that service is really a trade and should 
be looked upon as such. From what 
know there will be few who will oppose 
this union and many who will favor it.”’ 

[I believe such a union of servants and 
other women employes should be a sort of 
guild in the true sense of that term.” said 
Dr. Julia Holmes Smith. “There is no 
doubt that higher ideals for the women 
may be cultivated in this way and much 
good come of it. 1 do not believe that 
housewives are afraid of higher wages as 
one of the results of the union, and I am 
convinced that better service will obtain 
after the organization of the girls. They 
will be recognized as cooks or maids, as 
the case may be, and will then take more 
pride in their work.” 

“I think that the servants In the best 
Chicago families find their circumstances 
pleasant and their privileges many.” said 
Mrs. Elbridge Hanecy. “If this agitation
